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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tine invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims are directed to applying positive pressure to an enclosure and 
measuring the tracer gas that enters the enclosure from the ambient surroundings while 
the positive pressure is applied. Any leaks in the enclosure would be venting the 
interior gas as super atmospheric pressures and would push away/prevent any tracer 
gas from entering the enclosure through the leak. It seem that it would be impossible 
for a tracer gas to enter the enclosure through a leak while the positive pressure is 
being applied. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 1/16/09, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1- 
26 under 35 USC 102 and 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, these rejections have been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, 
a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph.
